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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 82-84 and 87-92 remain rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stomp et al. (1999, WO 99/07210) further in view of Wong et al. (1992, Plant Molecular Biology 
20:81-93), Buzby et al. (1990, The Plant Cell 2:805-814) and Stiekema et al. (1983, Nucleic Acid Research 11:8051-8061). 
Applicants presented similar arguments to those previously presented, therefore for the similar reasons as discussed previously, the 
rejection remains. 

Further, Applicants argue that the reference of Dai et al. is not qualified as a prior art. The Office contends that the rejection is not based 
on the reference of Dai et al. 

Still further, Applicants argue that the secondary consideration of unexpected or superior results obtained with an invention provides 
objective indicia of nonobviousness (response, page 10, 2 nd paragraph). The Office contends that even if the result is unexpected, the 
claims are not limited to a method of expressing interferon using 5' leader sequence of SEQ ID NO: 16, with which the unexpected result 
is obtained. 
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
